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SCHOOL  HISTORY 


Jamaica  Plain  High  School  is  300  years  old  this  year.  During  its  three  centuries  it  has  built  an  impressive  tradi- 
tion of  innovation  and  endurance. 

In  1676,  one  hundred  years  before  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  one  of  the  first  school  houses  in  the  United 
States  was  built  at  the  junction  of  South,  Centre,  and  Eliot  Streets  in  what  was  then  part  of  Roxbury. 

In  1689,  long  before  the  Emancipation  Proclamation,  the  school  became  integrated  on  the  insistence  of  John 
Eliot,  Apostle  to  the  Indians,  who  donated  seventy-five  acres  of  land  "to  and  for  the  maintenance,  support, 
and  encouragement  of  a  school  and  school  master  at  that  part  of  Roxbury  commonly  called  Jamaica  or  Pond 
Plain,  for  the  teaching  and  instruction  of  the  children  at  that  end  of  town  (together  with  such  Negroes  and  Indi- 
ans as  may  or  shall  come  to  said  school)  and  to  no  other  use,  interest  or  purpose  whatever." 

Known  as  the  Eliot  School,  the  schoolhouse  was  replaced  by  a  new  building  in  1731,  and  a  third  building  was 
erected  in  1787  on  Eliot  Street. 

The  town  of  West  Roxbury  assumed  control  of  Eliot  School  in  1855.  Under  Principal  Daniel  B.  Hagar,  new 
emphasis  was  placed  on  academic  achievement  and  the  school  became  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country.  Another 
visionary  innovation  took  place  in  1858  when  the  school  became  one  of  the  first  co-educational  public  schools 
in  the  United  States.  This  event  took  place  in  a  building  on  Thomas  Street  called  Village  Hall. 

In  1873  West  Roxbury  was  annexed  to  Boston  and  the  Eliot  Schools'  name  was  changed  to  West  Roxbury  High 
School.  It  was  not  until  1924  that  the  school  founded  in  1676  in  the  part  of  town  "commonly  called  Jamaica  or 
Pond  Plain"  became  known  as  Jamaica  Plain  High  School. 

Another  important  innovation  took  place  during  the  last  two  decades  of  the  19th  century.  At  that  time  very  few 
young  people  were  given  a  high  school  education.  It  was  the  idea  of  new  Head  Master  George  C.  Mann  that  the 
opportunity  for  secondary  education  be  opened  to  more  and  more  students  of  the  area.  Mr.  Mann  was  successful 
in  increasing  the  enrollment  dramatically.  This  idea  was  implemented  in  a  new  building  on  Elm  Street  on  the 
site  of  the  Loring  Greenough  garden. 

In  1901  a  new  building  was  dedicated  and  with  a  later  addition,  still  remains  Jamaica  Plain  High  School.  There 
have  been  only  eight  head  masters  of  Jamaica  Plain  High  School  in  this  century  that  has  seen  so  much  change 
and  turmoil.  Mr.  Mann  was  succeeded  by  Oscar  C.  Gallagher  in  1914,  and  Maurice  J.  Lacey  in  1919.  Mr.  John 
B.  Casey  became  an  institution  in  himself  as  Head  Master  from  1939  to  1960.  He  was  followed  by  Edward  F. 
Brickley,  Joseph  Callahan  and  Roger  Connor.  Our  present  Head  Master,  Mr.  Edward  F.  McHugh  was  appointed 
in  1970. 

In  1976,  as  Jamaica  Plain  High  School  begins  its  fourth  century,  the  emphasis  is  still  on  academic  achievement 
and  sound  preparation  for  a  career.  It  is  our  business  to  educate  students  to  the  limit  of  their  capabilities  and 
interests.
